DUST FENDER. 


Thrashing and some other operations in farm- 
ing, occasion so much durt as to make respir-| 
ation difficult and dangerous. To relieve or 
entirely remove this exposure, farmers have 
resorted to the use of thin veils, worn over the 
hea®, and to various other expedients. We 
observe in a recent number of the Am Agri- 
culturist a very simple preservative from this 
evil lt isa piece of sponge about three quar- 
ters of an inch thick, and three or four inches 


in diameter, fitted to the face, wet, and worn 
over the mouth and nose, where it is confined 
by straps around the head. Through this, res- 
piration is free and easy, while the dust adheres 
only to the outer surface, from which it 1s read- 


ily removed by occasionally immersing the} 


sponge in water. Thus injury is prevented 
which the lungs often receive, from the use of 
the Thrashing-Machine and sunilar instruments 
which produce a large quantity of dust 


THE PITCHFORK SUPERSEDED 


The improvement over the old method con- | 


sists 19 removing one half of the load at a time, 
in one entire body, from the wagon to the 
mow, by means of a windlass; thereby saving

it above this net over the beam, and drop it 
toto the mow, in the short apace of two minutes; 
when the remaiming half is elevated in the same 
manner. By lowermg the hay down after it 
has passed over the beam, it can be swung to 





any part of the mow, and there dropped, thus 
saving entirely the mowing away. The appar- 
atus, windlass, Ke, can be removed from one 
barn to another in a few moments, and thus be 
made to answer for any number of barns de-
